Continent, before ibe great merit a, 
and the surprising results of the new 

met hod, were in the itiiall around us. 

We were told that "adult deaf mutes 
acquired all the sounds of the ESngliali 
language in ten lessons" — u claim 
every whit us pteposterons as that of 
acquiring French in ten lessons. The 
extravagant claims made for Visible 
Speech, might justly have prejudiced 
it, in the minds of i be public, lint, No! 
•' A Boston School Committee" and a 
Superintendent of Public Instruct ion 

in tho same city, wrote eulogistic 
endorsements of " Visible Spt 
and spoke of the " surprising results" 
already attained. We wine to have, 
indeed, trained speakers, readers and 
elocntidriists among the deaf. 

The new craze soon spread. The 
supply of " Visible Speech" teacher* 
was not equal to the demand. At 
■ , Northampton and Boston, 
enthusiasts in the new system bel.t 
conventions to spread the good cause. 
The sweet opt i in ism of these teachers 
was as delightful us it was unreason- 
able. The system was now, ami at 
long us its novelty lasted, it bad its 
advocates'.
